£ The first official release under "625 thrash" was 
^ actually 1994, the split EP between NO LESS 
and EVOLVED TO OBLITERATION. But before 
| that I had released or co-released a few 
PLUTOCRACY records such as the split flexi 
with APROCTUS (1990) and the 
PLUTOCRACY / 976 split (1991? 1992?). 

I started 625 to release bands from my local 
area, which was the west bay in the San 
Francisco bay area. At the time there was a big 
scene in San Francisco and its suburbs which 
were not getting the exposure I thought they 
deserved. Remember, this is the time when 
GREEN DAY worked with the majors and 
released videos on MTV, so there was all this 
focus and activity in the East Bay. But bands 
like 976, NO LESS, RADIOACTIVE LUNCH, 
GODSTOMPER, EXHUMED, AGENTS OF 
SATAN, etc were overlooked at the time. I did 
not necessarily want to release big or popular 
bands, but bands that played punishing 
hardcore, thrash and grindcore (very 
unpopular at the time). 



Do you do all the releases by your own? Like 
folding inlays and putting the records in the 
sleeves etc. or do you have people who do that ft* 


for you? 


At first I would have records pressed one place,| 
covers printed at another printer, and then I 
would assemble all the records. However now, 
most pressing plants offer in-house printing 
and assembling, which allows for records to be 
shipped shrink-wrapped (protecting covers, 
vinyl, etc from damage) so I have switched to 
that. I used to spend so many hours per day 


assembling all the 625 records.

hope not at least. Truth he told, the 'bandana 
■ thrash" thing was funny at the beginning, hut 
it quickly became quite stupid when people 
actually took it seriously. 625 used to get tapes 
from new hands, and they would describe 
themselves as 'bandana thrash" -1 kept 
thinking, "what the hell are they talking 
about?" I dont think people even understood 
the reference, or that it was a playful joke. 
Soon afterwards WHN dropped that whole 
thing and just played fast crossover thrash - 
hut people would still refer to us as 'bandana 

I thrash." Pretty funny. I remember touring and 
all these people would he like "where are the 
flannels?" like they could only understand 
gimmicks and not the quality of the music or 
lyrics. Pretty silly. 


The biggest influence for me was MCE 
Company from Japan, since their mission was 
to release EPs and compilations of hands from 
smaller, local areas. Their city-sampler series 
was awesome - exposed me to some great, 
lesser known Japanese hardcore hands from 
the late 1980s and early 1990s. I fashioned 
625 in that model, inspired to release local 
hands from my area hut then later lesser 
known hands from around the world. Other 
labels that influenced me at the time were Slap 
a-Ham records, Heart First Eecords, and BCT 
tapes.

I think Data is my favourite character as well.

Like that one in 
VOYAGER where B'Elanna Torres finds that 
robot flying around in space and reactivates it. 
In generell it's one of the really last utopian 
sci-fi stories. Most of todays sci-fi is dystopian 
which is also cool because everything in this 
world sucks. But inbetween it's nice to take 
look on a „better“ society without private 
ownership, material needs, war and stuff like 
this! This brings me to the next question! In 
STAR TREK — THE VOYAGE HOME is a punk 
listening to a punksong called „I HATE YOU" 
(not by VERBAL ABUSE). Will there be space 
or a need for powerviolence in a STAR TREK 
based future? 


That's a hard one. I really like Unification 
parts 1 & 2 from Next Generation, Killing 


That's an interesting question. As a need in its 
original sense, no. Powerviolence bands like 
Infest, Man Is The Bastard, Crossed Out, and 
No Comment all addressed political and social 
tension. In a completely utopian society those 
things may end to be conveyed through music. 
Powerviolence as a style of music would still 
exist though. If you look at the bands playing 
today, how many have real political or social

The society is based on warpspeed and 
replicators so everybody can he fed. But todays 
problems are not because society couldn't feed 
everybody, there's plenty of food. But the 
problem is food (as everything) is a 
commodity you have to pay for. So money is 
the access right how your life is going to be 
and and the fact what you own determines in 
which class you'll be: If you have to work for 
somebody else or if you can buy somebodies 
workforce. On the other hand they try to 
create a better society but a lot of nowadays 
issue are still there, like competition and 
| careers of people working on those ships, as 
! well a strict hierarchies (it could be a 
| collective as well, but the only collective you'll 
| find in STAR TREK is evil, but they rule the 
| whole galaxy hahaha) IVe seen your artwork 
contains picture from Soviet Rmssij L aJxd_Lenin.

I am interested in politics 
and political economy. I don't like calling it 
politics because of the association with 
bourgeois democracy that word has, but it's 
still politics I guess. Many people can't look 
past the politics of bourgeois democracy and 
that's one of the reason I don't like to use the 
word. In the US saying "I’m interested in 
\ politics" when you are a Marxist wouldn't 
communicate your intended message, people 
would assume you're still a Republican or 
Democrat, i n oth er words still pro-capitalism. 

I'm totally down with the things you say! 

That's why I wouldn't ask which candiate you'd 
prefer and what you think of Trump. When it 
comes to elections I always get mad of people 
who are convinced by democratic ideology and 
the affirmation of capitalism, as a „thing“ that 
would bring ressources to everybody, while in 
fact most of the people running to elections 
sign their judgement of being exploited and 
fucked up. But what really pisses me off is the 
reaction by most of the so called lefties in 
hardcore/punk who actually also preach about 
the importance of a „good“ state. They apply to 
the state as something that protects them from 
the negative consequences of capitalism and 
don't wanna see or know that the democratic 
state is the subject which only protects private 
ownership and therefor makes capitalism 
work. If you ask me I wouldn't tell people this 
ideology. I would tell them why this ideology 
only brings damage to people and they would 
be better off fucking up the state, democracy 
and take the production goods. There'll be 
elections in the states soon. How does the 
scene you're part of react on this? Do you have 
comrades sharing your a rgum ents?

Even the "good" democrats (more or less the 
Sanders supporters here) do exactly what you 
say, they hold the misconception that the state | 
exists to protect their own rights. It's like 
they've forgotten about the struggles for labor 
rights, women's rights, gay rights, rights for 
people of color, all of these things didn't exist 
and had to be won from the state through 
struggle. The state doesn't protect us from the 
capitalists, the state is purely a tool of 
repression in the hands of the ruling class. In 
fact here in Texas the state is clamping down 





on reproductive rights by closing abortion 
clinics, clinics that mainly serve a role in 
providing affordable access to reproductive 
health screenings & products for lower class I 
women. The state in a democratic republic is 
ran by the capitalists. It's incredibly easy to see 
this in the US through where politicians get 
their campaign money from and through our 
lobbying system in our congress. For the most 
part our scene almost shrugs it off, or turns it 
into a joke. Here in Texas it's largely treated as 
a novelty, but we have some friends that are 
anarchists like some of the members of TBA 
from Ft Worth, TX and Criminal Slang from 
Jackson, Mississippi. The punks here are 
basically all Sanders supporters and a lot of 
them are pretty enthusiastic about him, 
theyVe bought into the electoral system. Yes he 
is funded by unions and working people, but 
what about his foreign policy, or his 
questionable voting to fund wars? He supports 
Israel & the two state solution there, he has 
called North Korea the biggest threat to the US 
(a nation we murdered 5 million people in 
between 1950 and 1953, and have just 
recently pushed incredibly harsh economic 
sanctions onto through the UN Security 
Council), and called Hugo Chavez a 
"communist dictator." (Has he even looked at 
the great improvements in the lives of the 
Venezuelan people from Chavez's government? * 
Or the comments by our own former president 
Jimmy Carter saying Venezuela has one of the r 
most legitimate and corruption free electoral 
systems in existence?) I love the ideas of free 
healthcare and free higher education that he is 
calling for, and income equality, but I'm not 
willing to pay for these things with endless 
war and the killing of people throughout the 
global south. We're better off building an 
opposition outside of Sanders and the 
Democratic Party, and it's possible because 
many people, punks and normies alike support 
these ideas, but it's hard to show people it can 
be done another way. Sanders may call for a 
"political revolution" but a revolution wont be 
made through voting, and certainly not 
through a state made, built, bought, and paid 
for by capitalists. _ 
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Again I totally agree on your line of 
arguments! By the way: It kind of disturbs me 
from time to time that people wearing anarchy 
and Crass patches support elections and 
democracy. They only know a way of 
constructive criticism. But if you criticise 
capitalism and free markets for what it is 
criticim can only be destructive. I dont wanna 
improve what damages me every day. I wanna 


get rid of it (long story told short, there are 
more arguments inbetween haha). As you 
probably know Germany has been split in a 
socialist east and the so-called "free-west". To 
say you're a communist pissed off a lot people. 
Now a days it becomes more and more a joke 
cause Communism unfortunatly ain't a threat 
to capitalism and democracy right now. Even 
though people cant say anything serious 
against the arguments of Marxism there's no 
need for them to argue aginst it and close the 
case by saying: "Maybe it's a good idea but in 
didnt work in Soviet Eussia!" Do you discuss 
stuff with the friends you mentioned? Are you 
part of a collective or together with activists? 
How do "normal" people in Texas react on 
somebody saying he or she is an Communist?

Or more, do they know 
anything about the Soviet Union besides that it 
ceased to exist and was socialist?) most 
arguments against Marxism and Communism 
are either straw man arguments, or 
misinformed ideas. Largely the fault of the 
incredible anti-communist campaigns that 
have been carried out in the US since the 
1920s. In fact many anti-communist laws are 
still in existence today, nationally the 
Communist Party USA is still illegal (they're 
bordering on being liberal democrats 
nowadays anyways) and in Texas communists 
are still legally required to register with the 
state government or face up to 2 years jail time 
or a $10,000 fine. (No longer enforced, 
luckily) Many other states have similar anti¬ 
communist laws too. Anti-communism is still 
strong here, some people have vitriolic 
reactions, but for the most part people are just 
confused about it. Unfortunately the friends I 
mentioned don't live very near so we don't 
discuss it often, but we are all in agreement 
that voting in a bourgeois democracy is a farce 
and that the current government isn't worth 
preserving. I am a part of a small group of 
communists that are affiliated with a party in 
the US called the Party for Socialism and 
Liberation (PSL). We're currently trying to 
build a branch of the party here but it can be 
difficult, especially with Dallas being the most

Derek the 
driver and guitar player of CONSTRAINT, the 
band we were on tour with, told the name of 
his band, and that we would drive to El Paso 
to play a show. Turned out there was a broken 
light on the plate and the cop was the second 
nicest cop weVe ever met (the nicest was a cop 
in Eugene, but that's another story). 
Nevertheless all cops in every country are 
agents of bourgeoise state and democracy and 
therefore should be drowned in yogi tea. But it 
was funny, because in my mind I saw us 
sitting in the next plane and being deported to 
Europe. 

We talked a lot of political economics. Do you 
have a personal advice to people what they 
could read if they are interested in this stuff? 
Or maybe you got anything else you wanna the 
world to know but I didn't ask so far, then this

On tour I passed through Texas last year and 
somewhere behind San Antiono on the way to 
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at the moment. US police are a mixed hag in 
terms of personalities, hut as you said they are 
agents of the bourgeois state. The institution of 
policing is broken & bastardly, targets 
minorities, lower class people, and last of all is 
designed to keep the workers at work instead 
of in the street protesting their low wages,lack 
of benefits, and living conditions. I'll share a 
funny cop story too. One time in San Francisco 
we were sitting in a parking lot watching tv in 
the van at this federal park called Land's End 
and a cop came up to us because it was like 11 
(does Germany use 0-24 for hours? We're still 
backwards and doing two sections of 12 in the 
states) at night and we were the only vehicle 
there. At first he was wary but when he found 
out we were a band waiting for our friends in

Together it makes sense in 
some kind of higher meaning, just like you're 
smoking weed, sitting in your kitchen and your 
fridge and the radiotor start to sound like they're 
having a jam session together with rythms and 
melodies. That's noise and somehow I don't know 
why this stuff fits perfectly on a PV/sludge tape!
